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Prefatory  Note. 

This  bibliography  constitutes  the  fourth  annual  publication  of  this  character 
issued  by  this  Bureau;  and  its  immediate  value  for  our  own  purposes  has  been  so 
great  as  to  justify  its  preparation  by  this  Bureau  in  the  absence  of  such  a  publication 
by  any  other  agency.  It  includes  a  wide  range  of  important  titles,  both  of  books 
and  of  articles  in  periodicals,  having  reference  to  the  subject  of  labor  in  its  broad 
aspect,  which  appeared  during  the  calendar  year  1914.  An  endeavor  has  been  made 
to  include  the  more  important  titles  of  publications  on  this  subject  which  have  ap- 
peared in  English,  French,  and  German,  and  also,  so  far  as  obtainable,  those  in  other 
languages. 

In  preparing  this  bibliography  numerous  sources  have  been  consulted  with  an 
effort  to  make  the  list  as  comprehensive  as  possible.  For  its  own  library  this  Bureau 
obtains,  by  purchase  and  exchange,  a  large  number  of  magazines  and  other  publica- 
tions relating  to  labor,  and  also  a  number  of  journals  and  book  lists  in  which  the 
more  important  publications  on  this  subject  are  reviewed  from  time  to  time.  In  verify- 
ing and  completing  the  information  with  reference  to  the  various  publications  the 
Bureau  has  had  access  to  the  files  of  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  Massachusetts 
State  Library,  and  the  Harvard  College  Library.
